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Artist Statement 


My art is my own evolution of exploration in the artistic media of painting. My goals in 
my art are the conveyance and expression of spontaneous joy, freedom and inspiration. 
To achieve this I have developed a free and spontaneous way of applying the paint that I 
feel reflects my personal goals of expression. The web structure allows me to achieve this 
by creating shapes directly with liquefied colour paint. By manipulating the orientation of 
the canvas I use gravity to move the paint and the angle of the canvas to control its flow. 
The webbing creates a sense of history in the creation of the work and alludes to the steps 
taken in painting the picture. These paintings were not and could not be painted on the 
wall or easel; the webbing shows the passage of time and the orientation of the painting 
through its creation. I want my paintings to be inclusive in regards to materials and 
techniques. I work in a very spontaneous way and do not want to limit the materials and 
techniques at my disposal. I incorporate collage, stamp printing, paint skins, sand, glass, 
and anything else I find conducive to the spontaneous intuitive act of painting. I work in a 
free manner and have little prior knowledge of a paintings’ out come. To me painting is 
an expression of freedom, a source of hope, inspiration and joy. My art is positive and is 
meant to be contemplative and uplifting. 


My art has evolved out of a variety of sources, primarily Matisse, Richter and Morris 
Louis. I have borrowed from each of these artists and worked through each of their 
stylistic techniques in search of my own voice. I have borrowed from Matisse the 
intensity and clarity of colour, and inspiration for my collage elements. Louis has been an 
inspiration especially in his stripe paintings. I have borrowed the fluid, organic, yet hard 
edge of these paintings in my approach to painting and within the web structure. In 
addition to these artistic influences I have received inspiration from the imagery that is 
seen in microbiology. Cell structures, viruses and bacteria have given me inspiration in 
the ways that I use paint and how I draw with it. In the end my own inspirations are of 
little use to the viewer. I want to leave my work open ended with a range of possible 
interpretations and leave the viewer free to draw their own associations.
